SEA POSTOFFICES. 


Not in Favor of Parkway. 

To thb Editor ok Thb Citizen: 

Bib— The Morris Canal Parkway 
Association, of which Olen Ridge and 
Montclair resident* are active mem¬ 
bers, have a scheme in hand of endeav¬ 
oring to have the Morris canal bed con¬ 
verted into a State parkway. Where 
either Olen Ridge or Montclair would 
derive much direct benefit if such a 
scheme were put into effect is not ap* 
parent. Bloomfield has a] direct in¬ 
terest in the canal bed and the senti¬ 
ment of the citizens of the town who 
have expressed themselves 1 on f[the 
matter of canal abandonment is not 
favorable to the parkway project. 

Bloomfield is not suffering from lack 
of parks or parkway projects. Consid¬ 
erable public money is annually going 
towards paying interest on park bonds 
now. The general view of Bloom- 
fielders with respect to future use oft 
the canal bed is of a utilitarian nature. 
They want to see it applied to com¬ 
mercial uses in the way of increasing 
the transportation facilities of the town 
and of providing a railroad line of some 
kind for a large section of the town 
that is at present without convenient 
transportation facilities. 

The time is near at hand when 
Bloomfield will need more than one 
electric railway connection with New* 
ark. The Bloomfield avenue line fai 
now taxed to almost its full capacity 
and the Morris canal bed’would afford 
a good route toV another electric rail¬ 
way, and it seems to most people that 
sueh a use of the canal property would 
be much more beneficial to the town

than a parkway. ’ 

Montclair in particular seems to be 
very much interested in the parkway 
project and several citizens of that 
town were at the hearing o k the canal 
abandonment bill. Four members of 
the Parkway Association spoke in be¬ 
half of the parkway plan. They were 
Mayor Oregory of Fast Orange, Julian 
Tinkham, Herbert M. Lloyd and W. I. 
Lincoln Adams of Montclair. 
Tinkham ia the president cf the 
ciation. If the bill to abandon the 
canal is adopted the association hopes 
the 8tate will be willing to take over 
this very beauUfnl old waterway, with 
its fine trees and bridle path as a 
public park between the Second river 
in Bloomfield and Paterson. 

Mayor Hi nek, William B. Dickson 
and W. T. Evans are among the other 
prominent citizens of Montclair who 
are interested in the suecess of the 
Parkway Association’s plan, which, if 
it is carried out, will give New Jersey 
. one of the finest water parkways in the 
country and one whieh would be quite 
accessible to the people of Montclair. 
The bank of the canal Is now used 
quite generally as a bridle path, as 
well as for cycling. The waterway is 
well adapted to canoeing in summer, 
and skating in winter. If the Parkway 
Association plan should prevail it 
would preserve this playground for thej 
people for all time. O ssbrvnr.

Handling and Sorting the Mail Matter 
on Ocean Liners. 

Every one is aware that a large quan¬ 
tity of mail comes from Europe. Prob¬ 
ably most persons assume that it Is 
dumped off the steamers in bulk and 
sorted and routed in the postoffice of 
the receiving port. Such a system 
would result is hopeless congestion, 
and practically all of the 15,000.000 
pounds of foreign mail matter receiv¬ 
ed at New York on an average of re¬ 
cent years is ready, sorted and aacked 
when the steamers make port. This 
work la done In the sea poetofflees 
aboard the, ships and means days 
saved in the time of delivery of mail 
matter intended for island points. 

In the huge mass of mail brought 
into New York each year there are on 
an average 80.000,000 separate pieces, 
many thousands with inadequate ad¬ 
dresses. yet to such a degree of effi¬ 
ciency has the operation of the sea 
postoffices been brought, and so care¬ 
fully is the work dotoe that less than 
500 errors are made annually. As tlie 
vintire quantity of the ooeau mail re¬ 
ceived in a year would fill 2.200 stand¬ 
ard mail cars an almost incredible ac¬ 
curacy is indicated—less than one er¬ 
ror of any kind whatever for every 
four carloads of mall 

Congress authorized the sorting of 
mail on board conveying steamships In 
1890,-4)ut it was not until the year fol¬ 
lowing that any systematic effort was 
made to do so. The work of the sea 
postoffice is very similar to that of the 
railway mail service. On board a 
large liner there will be usually two 
United States clerks, two In the em¬ 
ploy of the country from which the 
steamer sails and several subalterns 
or porters. Tills force will on an aver¬ 
age trip open and sort from 800 to Otm 
sacks of mail, probably consisting of 
500.000 ordinary letters and 4.000 reg¬ 
istered letters, besides 250.000 pur 
cels and periodicals Mail for .New 
York city is distributed and separure- 
ly sacked for each ctf the stations and 
that for the United States generally 
according to a schedule which has 128 
divisions. In addition to the mail for 
the United States, the sea postoffice 
clerks must sort that destined for Uu- 
ba. Mexico, Canada and the orient, a 
great deal of the last class being for¬ 
warded by rail to San Francisco ami 
thence by steamer.
